It ie quite ns good, howover, as when to 
disprove the reasoning of Mr. Ingalls it 
ie avyerred that jie is one. 

“Abstractly” and concretely “capital 
(or wealth) is the result of labor.” The 
steam plow is the result of one man’s 
labor, the wheat of another's. Thero ia 


no economical reason why n part of tho 
wheat should be given for the nsoot the 
plow, any more than why apart of tho 
plow should be givon for the use of tho 


wheat required to feed the maker of the 


plow and for the production of which 
alone the plow ia required nt all, Plows 
and wheatare exchangeable products of 


labor. Payment for use of eitheria not 
an exchange, but a ‘tribute, by which 
the one is consumed, while the other ro- 
mains; Ingalls’ steam plowis kept whole. 
Payment for tho proportion in which 
plow or wheat is cousumed is uot pay- 
ment for use, but for consumption, aud 
“it Loould not soe thisdiferonos” I would 
reconstruct, not farther “diferontiato" 
my logical faculties, 

The steam plow, moreover, has quito a 
tangible amount of “land” in it, iron and 
wood, and can be made useful only bya 
still farthor appropriation of the matter 
and forees of naturo in the form of conls 
ond water; how a tax can be had from 
its use in any essential sense difforent 
from rent, can only bo seon by mmda 
differentiated to a high degree, Tho 
dilemma in which Mr, Clark, ono of Mr. 
George's pupils, has placed him, showing 
the inconsistoncy of taxing the Jand, and 
not the pen with which Mr, Qeorgzo 
wrote Progress and Poverty, gives no

It is ovident that much 
will depend upon the eyes or the mind 
of Lim who ronds the book or otbor 
writing, of who looks vpon the picture 
or slatuo, Ita man or woman have a 
lewd or lecherous mind he or sho may 
oasily sco lewdness in what to the puro- 
minded would ba pure, wholesome and 
vory instructive.

AT LAST, 

At last, ufter several months of 
waiting on the slow grinding of the 
judicial mill a decision has been ren- 
dered in the appeal case of the Stete 
of Kansas vs -Edwin Walker and 
Lillian Harman on a charge of liv- 
ing together “as husband ‘and wile 
without being married,” Technic- 
ally wa have lost, but substuntinlly 
we have won a great victory, Our 
enemies undertook to show tliat the 
defendants were not married, and 
that living together without bein 
married is a crimo worthy of such 
sovero punishment as tho 12th sec- 
tion of the marriage act preseribes. 
The prosecution have utterly failed 
to mako good vither of thesa counts. 
Our contention has been that peo- 
plo have the right to make their own 
marriage contracts without the aid 
of church or state officers, and that 
they have the right to put their 
own construotion upon what it is 
that constitutes marriage, These 
points have been virtually conceded 
tous. Wohave contended for wo- 
man’s right to control her own per- 
son in marriage and her right to re- 
tain her own name. Justice Horton 
saya “Tf Lillian Harman desires to 
retain her own nama [ can perceive 
no objectionfto her doing so3” also: 
“A married woman” “has tha same 
control af her person and property 
as her husband.” Also: Phe wifo 
does not mergo her individuality as 
a legal person in that of her hus- 
band.” K 

Concessions such as- these have 
never before been made, so far ag we 
know, by the highest judiciary of 
any stato, 
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U will be asked “how is it possible 
then, that theso persons can bo nd- 
judged to be criminals and punished 
us such when the court virtually 
concedes that they aro not guilty of 
the charge under which they “are 
prosconted? Iaw in it possible to 
convict them of diving togother 
without being married’ without first 
declaring that theso parties were 
not married at allat the time of such 
living together?” 

Tho answer to this is given in tho 
syllabus which wo give herewith, 
viz! 

1, The mutual present assont to im- 
modiate marriage liy persons capable of 
assuming that relation, is sutfioient to 
constitute marriage at common law; and 
such n marriage will be sustained in 
this stato where its validity is directly 
drawn in queen: 

2 The legislature has full power, not 
to prohibit, but to prescribe reasonable 
regulations relating to marriage, and a 
provision prescribing penaltios egainst 
those who eolemuizo or contract mare 


riage contrary to statutory command ia 
within legislative authority. — . 

3. Punishment may be inflicted upon 
those who enter the marriage relation in 
disregard of the prescribed statutory 
requiromenta without rendering the mare 
riago itself void, 

4, Under sootion 12 of the marriage 
act, all persons who enter the marringo 
relation, and live together as man and 
wife without complying with the condi- 
tions and regulations of the act, are 
guilty of an misdemesnor and subject to 
the punishment imposed by that section, 

All the justices concurring.

The firstand third clauses of Judgo 
Jlorton’s “concurring opinion” are 
as follow: 

Chief Justico Ilorton filed a concur- 
ring opiou as follows: 

Upon the record as prosented to us, 
the question in my opinion for conside. 
ration, is not whether Edwin Walker 
and Lilian Harman are married, but 
whelher in marrying, or rather in living 
together aa man ond wife, they have ob: 
served tho statutory requirements, 

My constenction of these provisions 
ig, that a ceremonial marriage must be 
celebrated in conformity therewith, and 
thot auy persons living together as man 
and wife without being married accord- 
ing to those diroations, are liable to the 
penalty thereof. I do not say, nor do I 
intend to intimate, that a “consensual 
marriage” ia not valid, but the legisla- 
ture ns tho right to réquire parties as- 
suming tho murringe relation, to have 
the marriage entered into publicly, and 
record madeot the same, 'Éhis I 
think the purposo of the statutory regu- 
lations. 

The charge then, upon which this 
prosecution rests is thus clearly 
changed fromone of living together 
without being marviedl, to one of vio- 
lation of regitlations designed to se- 
curo a record of their marriage, 
Judge Horton expressly declares 
that tho question as to ‘whether the 
parties are married or not, ia not the 
the issue, They may be validly 
married, Thts much ho is willing 
to soncede, but with a stroke of 
legerdemain,vprthy only of a petti- 
fogging lawyer le changes tho na- 
turo of tho chargo to something en- 
tirely different, Ele seems utterly 
oblivious to tho fact that if tha par- 
ties aro marriad they cannot lawfull 
bo punished for living together ith. 
out being murried, 

But wo forbear further comment 
for this issue, simply asking our le~ 
gal friends tọ give samo of their 
spare moments to n consideration of 
the points of this decision,

THE APPEAL 
Whit a0 Menne, 
(Continuod from hist week}. 

In last issue wo attempted to show 
what our appeal from tho district 
court to the supreme court of Kan. 
sas does NoT mean, Now, in as fow 
words as possible, wo wish to say, 

Secondly aud aflirmatively, that 
by this appeal we ask the superior 
court to attiem that tha statutes of 
Kansas mean just what they say 
when thoy state that “marriage in 
IXansas isa civil contract,” If mar- 
riago is a civil contract then it 
should bo so treated, and not be 
loadod down with restrictions and 
ponaltics and disabilities such as are 
not hid npon other civil couttacts, 
The statute says the “vonsent of the 
parties is essential” to the marriage 
contract, and as nothing else is men- 
tioned as essential, we legitimately 
infer that nothing else is claimed to 
be essential, Tf tho court takes the 
ground that anything else ts essens 
tial then it must maintain that a wo- 
man and a man cannot marry thom- 
themselves, In other words, that a 
man aud woman never get old 
enough or wiso enough to transact 
their awn business without aid from 
the State. Then it follows that the 
citizen is uot a sovoraign at all, but 
that he is always a subject, or minor 
ward of the state, which takes the 
relation of guardian ar parent to- 
wayds all its citizens. It was against 
this ides of paternal rulership on 
the part of human governments that 
our forefathors revolted when they 
lud down tho bed-rock principle 
thatall men are “created free and 
equal? and that they were endowed 
by nature with certain “inalienable 
rights," among which rights are 
“life, liberty, and pursuit of happi- 
ness.” If men and women cannot 


pursue happiness in their own way 
so long as they do not intade the 
equal rights of their neighbor, with- 
out asking leave of state officials, 
then the so-called “bill of rights” is 
a fraud—it is a transparent lie, 

We repeat and emphasize: 

Our appeal means, our legai con- 
tention means that if marriage be 
only a “civil contract” to those who 
choose to make it such, as the stat- 
ute expressly declares, then it legit- 
imately follows that this civil con- 
tract should be subject to the restric- 
tions and limitations put upon other 
civil contracts, and no more, In all 
other contracts the contracting par- 
ties have the natural and civil right 
to make'their contracts to sult them- 
selves Ro Jong and so far as they do 
not thereby coritemplato the inva- 
sion of the personal and property 
rights of ather parties. Informing 
a business association, for instance, 
two or moro parties may forma 
partueraliingior life, and to include 
nisiness of all kinds, or they may 
limit it as to time and to particular 
kinds or lines of business, So of the 
partnership called marriage. If the 
parties choose to make it, not a sac- 
ramental rite but, simply a civil con- 
tract, then everything inconsistent 
with or conflicting with this idea of 
contract. should be eliminated from 
it, and tho question to be asked by 
tho judgos is simply this: 

“Woro these parties, Edwin Walk- 
erand Lillian Harman, competent 
persons to make acivil contract, and 
if go, did they, in forming this con- 
tract, commit or propose to commit 
a crimo against the personal or prop. 
erty tights of any person or persons, 
If not, then they bave done only 
that which was their civil right to do. 
Any law or any interpretation of 
law that denics or infringes upon 
tho freedom of contract is unconsti- 
tutional and void. We find in the 
evidence nothing that indicates an 
intention to commit crime; on the 
other hand there was a clear, frank 
statement of pure motives and high- 
ly honorable intentions. The evi- 
idence before us seems to indicato 
that this prosecution is simply a per- 
recntion for conscience ike: The 
decision of the lower court is ro- 
versed,” 

It was the hope of securing a 
broad and, as we deem,just interpro- 
tation of the Kansas statute that we 
have gone to the trouble and ox- 
pense of carrying our casa by appeal 
to the highest judicial tribunal in 
the state of Kansas, ‘The caso was 
submitted to them on tha 8th day of 
January last, and now after nearly 
two months waiting we find our 
hopes for justico and humanity 
again defeated, Perliaps ws were 
wrong and even foolish in ever. en- 
tertaining such hopes, Indeed our 
hopes of justico from Kansas judges 
have never been sanguine. Soon 
after the first steps in the appeal 
were taken, inspeaking thereof we 
printed these words of warning to 
our friends who might be disposed 
to taka a sanguine view of the mata 
ter: 

“But will the supremo court do 
nothing? Blessed are thoy who ex- 
pectnothing for thoy shall not bo 
disappointed. Thera may be hon- 
orable exceptions, but hitherto our 
observations convince us that Kan- 
sas judges are politicians Jirst and 
jurists afterwards, The conscience 
of the judge isin the keeping of the 
voter, and the conscience of tho av- 
erage voter is in the’ keeping of the 
clergy,” . 

'Yhis premonition has just been fal- 
filled or realized.

On Sunday, the Oth inst, we ro» 
ceived trom the clerk of the supreme 
court a dacrment headed as above, 
which proceeds to say: 

The “antouomistio marriage” is de- 
clared illegal, ‘The judgment of the 


[District Court of Jefferson county, and 


the conviction of E. O, Walker and 
Lillian Harman, affirmed, 

On September 19, 1836, E., C., Walker 
and Lillian Harman entered into what 
ies callod. an “antonnmistic marriage,” 
at the home of Moses Harman, the father 
of Lillian, at Valley Falla, in Jefferson 
connty, ` 

Theoy refused to take out any marriage 
license, and also refused to have any 
person autharized ly law, perform any 
marriage ceremony, Soon afterwar 
they were arrested for the violation of 
the provision of the law regarding mar- 
mage, and subsequently triod and con- 
viotod. 1, U. Walker was soutenced to 
the jail of Jeferson county fora _periud 
of seventy-tive daya, aud Lillian Harman 
was Feutenced for forty-five days, ‘They 
yore required ta pay all the costs of the 
prosecution, The time of imprisonment 
ofthe parties has expired, but they are 
still in jail on account of their failure to 
pay tho costs, From the judgment and 


sentence of the District Court they ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court of the State. 
On yesterday, the opinion, of the court 
was handed down, affirming the judg- 
ment of the District Court. The princi- 
pal opinion in tbe caso was written by 

ir. Justico Johnson. The court de- 
clares the legislature has the power ta 
prescribe reasonable regulations relating 
to marriage, and that punishment may be 
inflicted upon those who enter the mar- 
riago relation in disregard of the pre- 
scribed statutory requirements. 

Before proveeding to quote tho 
opinion of Chiet Justice Horton, as 
given in this document we wish to 
enter our protest against the declar- 
ation magic in the last sentence of 
the quotation just given, 

First, With all the respect due 
from ono citizen to another we ask 
the three citizens who have acted as 
umpires in this disputed case, to tell 
us ou what authority they say that 
the “legislature has power to pre- 
scribe reasonable regulations relat- 
ing to marriage.” Where do the 


legislators get such power? Do they | 


possess this power by natural right 
as citizens and equal sovereigns of 
Kansas? In other words, while it 
is freely granted that tle legislators 
havo tho right to regulate their own 
marriage relations, the question is, 
have they the right as citizens to 
regulate the marriage relations of 
their neighbors? The judges will 
not aftirm that as citizens they have 
any such right. Then, we ask, if 
they have no such right or power 
as citizens, where do they get such 
right as legislators? As legislators 
they are not above tho average citi- 
zen, neither are they below him. As 
legislators they can do anything 
that the citizen may rightfully do, 
and no more! As representatives 
they represent citizens—they act as 
delegates, for citizens, but the citizen 
who stays at home cannot delegato 
to his representative in Topeka a 
power or a right that he does not 
bimself possess. 

And citizens in the aggregato— 
the collectivity or the majarity— 
havo no rights not possessed by the 
individual members of that aggre- 
gate or collectivity, for natural and 
civil rights do uot increase as num- 
bers of individuals increase, It the 
premise be assumed that the majori- 
ty or collectivity has or should have 
rights and powers different from and 
superior to thd rights and powers 
thatinhero in the individuals com- 
posing such mujority then wo have 
the ground-work of a despotism moro, 
dangerous, because less amenable to 
reason, than the despotism that 
inheres in monarchies and aristocra- 
cles, 

If then the legislator is only a cit- 
zen and a delegate of citizens we 
ask how or where he gets the an- 
thority to mako or vote for such a 
law as this: 


Any persons living together in this 
state as man and wife without being 
marriod shall be deemed guilty of a mia» 
demeanor, and on conviction thereof 
shall bo punished by imprisonment in 
the county jail not less than thicty days 
nor more than threo months, or by Hne 
not less than $500 nor more than $1000, 


Sex-association is a natural right 
based upon a natural appetite, just 
as eating and drinking aro natural 
rights based upon natural appetites.

1s the privilege to monopolize the soil, 
and compel the payment of rent, The 
privilege to demand interest through
